Journal's charaderi/.alioii til Lincoln as an "obscure" lawyer, 
comes a'mnsl interesting r e f u t a t i o n of this charge.

was a law student in an ollice near thai of Abraham Lincoln in 
Springfield, Illinois, tells of seeing him in Ihe street one day 
examining with interest a new piece of farm machinery.

coln talked of Ihe machine, explaining clearly jiisl^ how I he- 
power was applied to the various parts and the action of all. 
This same clear head for mechanical inventions was once 
shown at a trial of some dispute over a mechanical device. 
The story is told in Sunset Maga/ine. "One of the lawyers on 
Ihe opposite side of Ihe case from Mr. Lincoln saw the jurors 
all kneeling beside Ihe machine which had been Imnnrhl into 
court, listening to some explanations made by Mr. Lincoln, 
The other lawyer said: 'II is all up will) our case, for there are 
Lincoln and I lie jurors on their knees;' " This writer says that 
Mr. Lincoln's ability as a lawyer has never had justice done il, 
partly because biographers have seemed to think that they 
rellec'led more honor upon him by making his early years boliv 
in boyhood and in his profession seem as obscure as possible. 
He really was a great lawyer and when lie was sure his side of 
a case was the right side he was practically sure of success. 
When he had doubts of Ihe righteousness of his cause he dis- 
played l i t t l e of his real power. Obscure lawyer, indeed!
